So soon as they discovered that the 
nature of the country would p ermit 
only a few sk irmishes on each side of 
the embank ment, the rebels regained 
their courage and fought desp erately for 
three-q uarters of au hour, in the faoe of 
the American volley s and a rap id-fire 
fusilade, until flank ed by the Montana 
regiment. Then a general scramble en­ 
sued, most of the enemy boarding trains 
that wt're in reading and the others 
tak ing the road to San Fernando, after 
burning the villages of San Tomas and 
Minalin. 
About noon Geueral W heaton crossed 
the brok en bridge, cleared the strag­ 
glers out of the villages and advanced 
toward San Fernando. 
General Hale 
effected a crossing simultaneously , after 
n slight delay necessary to rep air a 
« tone bridge.

two members of the Nebrask a regi- 
ttnent and one of the Montana k illed

Mac Arthur swung toward San Tomas, 
the route to which was almost unpro­ 
tected. 
General Lawton brought his 
brigade in against Balsum, from the 
southeast, covering the line of retreat 
of the rebels toward the mountains and 
depriving them of a refuge upou which 
they had always counted. 
General 
Lawton captured about 50,000 bushels of 
rice and important stores established 
by the rebels. 
The Spanish commissioners made an­ 
other futile attempt for the relief of 
Spaniards held as prisoners by the Fili­ 
pinos. Their vessels advanced to the 
port nearest Dago pan. Fearing to land 
they sent a letter to Aguinaldo, saying 
they were authorised to exchange 16,* 
OOO Filipinos now in the hands of the 
Americans for the Spanish prisoners. 
A reply was received from Senor Ma- 
bini, Aguinaldo^ prime minister, which 
was dated April 28 and which stated 
that Aguinaldo was negotiating for 
peace, pending which negotiations he 
oould not discuss the question of ex­ 
change of prisoners. 


MATAAFA FINALLY OBEYED. 


Ordered to K eep Out o f Certain T erri­ 
tory—-Conflicting; Report* as to 
A ction of German*. 


A u c k l a n d, N. Z., May 5.—Advices 
received here from Apia, Samoa, to 
April 27 stated that the rebel loss by the 
shelling of the Mataafan stronghold at 
Vailima by the warships of Great 
Britain and the United States was quite 
heavy. 
Many of 
the rebels were 
ahead, the Twentieth Kansas and First I wounded. The house in which the late 
Montana regiments deploying to the R0})ert; Louis Stevenson lived was rid- 
nght and left when feasible. 
The country to be traversed proved 
the worst yet encountered, miles of 
marshes and very unfordable streams 
delaying the advance materially. 
Both brighdes met with resistance, 
simultaneously, on 
approaching the 
river near San Tomas, which is aboat 
eight kilometers from Apalit. The cen­ 
ter scan of the railroad bridge had 
dropped into the river and the rebels 
had only left a small force to check 
General Wheaton, their main body lin­ 
ing the strong trenches in front of Gen­ 
eral Hale. 
A lthough the attacking force poured 
a very heavy artillery and musketry fire 
across the river, the enemy stubbornly 
resisted for over an hour, ultimately 
breaking when Maj[or Young shelled 
their left flank and then retreating along 
the river bank under cover. 
General Wheaton, in the meantime, 
tried ineffectually to draw the fire of the 
Filipinos in the trenches east of the 
track. 
So soon as they discovered that tne 
nature of the country would permit 
only a few skirmishes on each side of 
the embankment, the rebels regained 
their courage and fought desperately for 
three-quarters of an hour, in the face of 
the American volleys and a rapid-fire 
fnsilade, until Hanked by the Montana 
regiment, Then a general scramble en­ 
sued, most of the enemy boarding trains 
that were in reading and the others 
taking the road to San Fernando, after 
burning the villages of San Tomas aud 
Minalin. 
About noon General Wheaton crossed 
the broken bridge, cleared the strag­ 
glers out of the villages and advanced 
toward San Fernando. General Hale 
effected a crossing simultaneously, after 
u slight delay necessary to repair a 
•tone bridge. 
Our loss up to this hour (noon) was 
two members of the Nebraska regi­ 
ment and one of the Montana killed 
and Captain Albrecht, three members 
cf the Kansas regiment, two of the 
Montana, four of the Nebraska and one 
•of the South Dakota wounded. 
The enemy’s loss was very slight. 
After a short rest the advance was 
continued, General Wheaton encount­ 
ering the first series of entrenchments 
near San Fernando. 
Ti.e rebels now 
opened a hot lire. 
Colonel Funston of the Twentieth 
Kansas was wounded, one lieutenant 
was killed and four were wounded while 
leading four companies of the Kansas 
regiment to outflank the enemy. 
General Hale rushed along the rood 
flanking the trenches. 
Ma n il a, Mays.—Major General Mac­ 
Arthur carried San Tomas, Thursday, 
after enconntering.a strong resistance. 
Brigadier General Hale moved on the 
enemy’s right and Brigadier General 
neaten attacked the left in a daring 
charge, in which Colonel Funston again 
distinguished himself. The Kansasan 
was wounded in the hand and several 
other officers and enlisted men were 
ftlso wounded. 
Colonel Summers, with a part of the 
Gregon and Minnesota regiments and a 
gnu of the Utah battery, took Maasin 
on the right, resting about four miles 
fromSan Fernando. 
The Filipinos were retreating toward 
Isidro and it was expected that 
San 
v? ^ ould ma^e a stand at Arayat, at 
jYhich place the whole of the rebel 
forces in the province of Pan panga was 
concentrating. 
It was reported, impressed by recent 
ents, the Filipinos were wavering in 
neu* allegiance to the insurrection and 
were likely to assume a neutral attitude. 
it seemed as though General Antonio 
A4Lna a forces were destined to destruc­ 
tion within a few days unless they sur­ 
rendered or scattered. 
The American army was skillfully 
ported at points of immense strategic 
vantage. 
The insurgents expected 
em to advance on Balinag by way of 
Ssoingua, and had furrowed the entire 
•eau try beyond Qnimrna. with the

On April 23 there was a sharp skir­ 
mish between rebels and Lieutenant R. 
A. Gannt’s brigade near the town of 
Vailima.

this engagement one 
Mataafan was killed. 
On April 23 there was some bush 
fighting. Lieutenant Gannt’s brigade, 
numbering 900 men, advanced under a 
hot fire. The enemy lost several men, 
the bodies of the dead being dragged 
away. Of the friendlies one was killed 
and three were wounded. 
The British 
lieutenants, Innes, Hickman, Shulter 
and Hathcote, under Lieutenant Gaunt, 
led the loyalists. 
The New Zealand government steamer 
Tutanekai had arrived at Apia with dis­ 
patches announcing the request of the 
international peace commissioners that 
the inhabitants peacefully await their 
arrival from San Francisco. A meeting 
of the three consuls, in view of this 
message, was held, but without result, 
the German consul dissenting from the 
propositions of the other two consuls. 
Admiral Kautz, U. S. N., and Captain 
Stuart of the British cruiser Taurauga 
wrote and dispatched through a French 
priest to Mataafa ordering him to with­ 
draw his forces outside of a line ten 
miles long and six miles broad. Mataafa 
replied defiantly, refusing to withdraw 
unless the German consul and the cap­ 
tain of the German cruiser Falke agreed. 
Admiral Kautz and Captain Stuart 
thereupon sent an ultimatum to Mataafa 
and made preparations for more ffective 
fighting. Mataafa then agreed. 
Gaunt’s brigade was patrolling the 
prescribed area. 


The Germ an Version. 
Berlin, May 5.—The National Zeit- 
ung published a dispatch from Apia, 
Samoa, dated April 22, which said: 
“ The orders from London and Wash­ 
ington to suspend hostilities have 
brought back tranquility and peace. In 
compliance with the demand of the 
the German consul, Mataafa has gone 
back a long distance westward into the 
interior, so that there will be no dan­ 
ger of any collision with his troops. 
We Germans are naturally satisfied that 
our patience and impartiality has finally 
triumphed.”

The Carnegie Steel company is the 
bac kbone of the new enterprise, and 
will probably represent #100,000,000 of 
its capital. Besides the Carnegie com­ 
pany the following corporations are in­ 
cluded: 
National Steel company, #59,000,000; 
American Tinplate company, #50,000,- 
(XX); American Steel Hoop company, 
$33,(XX),(XX); American Steel aud Wire

The Carnegie Steel company is capi­ 
talized at only $25,(XX),OOO, but is known 
to be worth several times that sum.

MAY BE AN EXTRA SESSION. 


President 
Said 
to Have Intim ated H* 
■ M ight Call Due—L ikely Cur­ 
rency Legiftlatiou. 


W a sh in g to n, May 5.—There was a 
growing belief among prominent mem­ 
bers of congress that the president 
would call congress to meet in extraor­ 
dinary session this fall, probably early 
in October. The questions which will 
come before the next congress for settle­ 
ment include everything growing out 
of our possessions acquired as a result 
of the war with Spain and the general 
legislation, including that relating to 
currency reform, the Nicaragua canal, 
merchant marine, etc. 
The retirement <of Speaker Reed will 
naturally entail considerable delay in 
the appointment of committees in the 
house, and this furnishes an additional 
reason why congress should be con­ 
vened before December. 
To several 
isenators and members of congress who 
are going abroad this summer the presi­ 
dent hinted that it was advisable that 
they should be bade in the early fall as 
the necessity for an extra session might 
arise. 
There had been talk of postponing 
the meeting of the caucus committee 
appointed by the house Republicans to 
formulate a money reform measure un­ 
til fall, bat the president suggested that 
it would be well to formulate a plan as 
early as possible, and this statement 
was made to the members when they 
met at Atlantic City as having come di­ 
rect from the president together with 
the farther statement that the presi­ 
dent might call congress in extraordi­ 
nary session in the fall for the purpose, 
among other things, of passing a our- 
rensy reform measure.

ant, nothing therein occurred, which 
gave the attorney general any reason to 
believe that the defendant had any 
knowledge of or connection with tho 
matter; that the attorney general has 
filled the newspapers with false and 
libelous reports of attempts at bribery 
on the part of the defendant, well 
knowing there was no foundation tot 
the same; that until the attorney gen­ 
eral gives the name of his friend, 
defendant cannot p. Dare to meet these 
charges, and by reason of the facts al­ 
leged it is evident that both F. S. Mon­ 
nett and S. W. Bennett must be wit­ 
nesses in the case; that the attorney 
general is not disinterested and can only 
acquit himself of false and libelous 
statements and free himself from suspi­ 
cion by proving defendant guilty of tne 
charges he has preferred.

An ev idence of 
the gains which 
Aiiierican rnannfactnrera and producers 
are making in their ex port trade in di­ 


r e c t competition with those of European 
nations is found in some recent figures 
on the trade of South Africa. The Brit­ 
ish and South African Gazette, which 
has just reached the bureau of statistics 
« t Washington, publishes a series of ar­ 
ticles on the imiiortsinto South Africa, 
in which it shows that American im­ 
ports are making a greater proportion 
of gains than those from Great Britain. 
The ex ports of British manufacturers 
from the United Kingdom to South 
Africa in February . 18 9 9 , are shown to 
be $32,5 00 in ex cess of those for the 
same month of 18 9 6 , while our own ex ­ 
port figures to British Africa show an 
increase in February of the present y ear 
of $36 2,9 41 ov er February of last y ear, 
the general increase in our ex ports to 
Africa during the eight months ending 
with February being about $1,000,000 
as compared with the corresponding 
months of the preceding y ear. The re­ 
port of The Ex port Gazette further 
shows that the ex ports of British manu­ 
factures from the United Kingdom to 
South Africa in February , 18 9 9 , are 
£ 9 3,8 5 6 , or $46 9 ,28 0, below the amount 
for 18 9 7 , while the figures of our own 
ex port trade for February , 18 9 9 , show 
ex ports to Africa of about $8 5 0,000 in 
ex cess of those for February , 18 9 7 . 
No feature of the remarkable dev elop­ 
ment of our foreign commerce has been 
more striking than the increase of late 
in ex ports to Africa, which are now fiv e 
times as much annually as they were a 
decade ago and nearly three times what 
they were in 18 9 5 . 
In 18 8 9 the total 
ex ports from the United States to Africa 
were $3,49 6 .5 05 , in 18 9 8 they were 
$17 ,5 15 ,7 8 0, and in 18 9 9 they are, up 
to the present time, approx imately $1.* 
000,000 in ex cess of last y ear’s figures. 
The v ariety and quantity of Ameri­ 
can goods demanded in Africa are in­ 
teresting and in many cases surprising. 
Of books, maps and engrav ings, for in­ 
stance, the ex ports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February , 
18 9 9 , were $46 ,9 40 in v alue, against 
$23,8 6 4 in the corresponding months of 
the preceding y ear and $20,248 in the 
corresponding mcnths of 18 9 7 , showing 
a rapid gain in the demand for our 
books and other printed matter. Of bi­ 
cy cles the ex ports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February 
» were $120.9 8 3, against $7 5 ,16 0 in the 
•corresponding months of 18 9 7 . Ex ports 
. of builders’ hardware, which in the 
eight months ending with February , 
18 9 8 , were $18 7 ,7 04 in v alue, were in 
the corresponding months of 18 9 8 -9 
$16 9 ,221. 
Of ty pewriters the sales to 
Africa in the eight months ending with 
February . 18 99, were $24,6 6 3 in v alue, 
-against $18 ,340 in the corresponding 
jBonths of 18 9 8 , and $13,101 in the cor­ 
responding months of 18 9? . 
American 
boots and shoes are slowly gaining in 
popularity in Africa, the v alue of the 
ex ports of these articles in the eight 
mouths ending with February , 18 9 9 , 
being $6 1,7 02, against $5 7 ,26 2 in the 
corresponding months of last y ear. 
American cottonseed oil has rapidly in­ 
creased in popnlaiity in that part of 
the world, the ex ports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February , 
18 9 9 . being 8 6 3,401 gallons, against 
6 47 .9 32 in the corresponding months of 
thefiscal y ear 18 9 8 and 8 8 9 ,28 7 gallons 
in the corresponding months of 18 9 7

An evidence of 
the gains which 
American mannfactnrers and producers 
are making in their export trade in di­ 


r e c t competition with those of European 
nations is found in some recent figures 
on the trade of Sooth Africa. The Brit­ 
ish and Sooth African Gazette, which 
has jnst reached the borean of statistics 
a t Washington, publishes a series of ar­ 
ticles on the imports into Sooth Africa, 


in which it shows that American im­ 
ports are making a greater proportion 
pf gains than those from Great Britain. 
The exports of British manufacturers 
from the United Kingdom to Sooth 
Africa in February, 1899, are shown to 
be $32,500 in excess of those for the 
game month of 1896, while our own ex­ 
port figures to British Africa show an 
increase in February of the present year 
of $362,941 over February of last year, 
the general increase in our exports to 
Africa during the eight months ending 
with February being about $1,000,000 
as compared with the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. The re­ 
port of The Export Gazette further 
shows that the exports of British manu­ 
factures from the United Kingdom to 
South Africa in February, 1899, are 
£93,856, or $469,280, below the amount 
for 1897, while the figures of our own 
export trade for February, 1899, show 
exports to Africa of about $850,000 in 
excess of those for February, 1897. 
No feature of the remarkable develop­ 
ment of our foreign commerce has been 
more striking than the increase of late 
in exports to Africa, which are now five 
timee as much annually as they were a 
decade ago and nearly three times what 
they were in 1895. In 1889 the total 
exports from the United States to Africa 
were $3,486,505, in 1898 they were 
$17,515,780, and in 1899 they are, up 
to the present time, approximately $1,- 
000,000 in excess of last year’s flguree. 
The variety and quantity of Ameri­ 
can goods demanded in Africa are in­ 
teresting and in many cases surprising. 
Of books, maps and engravings, for in­ 
stance, the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1899, were $46,940 in value, against 
$23,864 in the corresponding months of 
the preceding year and $20,248 in the 
corresponding months of 1897, showing 
a rapid gain in the demand for our 
books and other printed matter. Of bi­ 
cycles the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February 
wwre $120,988, against $75,160 in the 
^corresponding months of 1897. Exports 
of builders’ hardware, which in the 
' eight months ending with February, 
1898, were $187,704 in value, were in 
the corresponding months of 1898-9 
$169,221. Of typewriters the sales to 
Africa in the eight months ending with 
February, 1899, were $24,663 in value, 
.against $18,840 in the corresponding 
^months of 1898, and $13,101 in the cor- 
Tesponding months of 1897. American 
boots and shoes are slowly gaining in 
popularity in Africa, the value of the 
exports of these articles in the eight 
months ending with February, 1899, 
being $61,702, against $57,262 in the 
corresponding months of last year. 
American cottonseed oil has rapidly in­ 
creased in popularity in that part of 
the world, the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1899, being 868,401 gallons, against 
547,932 in the corresponding months of 
the fiscal year 1898 and 889,287 gallons 
in the corresponding months of 1897. 
Exportations of lard to Africa, which 
in the eight months ending with Feb­ 
ruary, 1897, were 895.984 pounds, in 
creased to 1,249,242 pounds in the cor 
responding months of 1898, and 1,924, 
482 pounds in the corresponding months 
ending with February, 1899. Exports 
of lumber to Africa increased from $27, 
647 in the eight months ending with 
February, 1898, to $95,042 in the cor 
responding months of 1898-9. 
The rapid growth of our export trade 
to Africa is illustrated by the following 
table, which gives the value of exports 
from the United States to Africa 
each year from 1888 to 1898:

OUR TRADE WITH AFRICA 


American Goods Crowding Out 
British Products. 


GREAT INCREASE IN OUR EXPORTS.

An evidence of 
the gain** which 
American rnannfactnrera and producers 
are making in their export trade in di­ 
rect competition with those of European 
cations is found in some recent figures 
on the trade of South Africa. The Brit­ 
ish and Sooth African Gazette, which 
has just reached the bureau of statistics 
a t Washington, publishes a series of ar­ 
ticles on the imports into South Africa, 
in which it shows that American im­ 
ports are making a greater proportion 
Of gains than those from Great Britain. 
The exports of British manufacturers 
from the United Kingdom to South 
Africa in February, 1899, are shown to 
be $32,500 in excess of those for the 
same month of 1896, while onr own ex­ 
port fignres to British Africa show an 
increase in February of the present year 
o f $862,941 over February of last year, 
the general increase in oar exports to 
Africa during the eight months ending 
w ith February being about $1,000,000 
as compared with the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. 
The re­ 
port of The Export Gazette further 
shows that. the exports of British manu­ 
factures from the United Kingdom to 
Booth Africa in February, 1899, are 
£93,856, or $469,280, below the amount 
for 1897, while the figures of our own 
export trade for February, 1899, show 
exports to Africa of about $850,000 in 
excess of those for February, 1897. 
No feature of the remarkable develop­ 
ment of onr foreign commerce has been 
more striking than the increase of late 
in exports to Africa, which are now five 
tim es as much annually as they were a 
decade ago and nearly three times what 
they were in 1895. 
In 1889 the total 
exports from the tJnited States to Africa 
were $3,496,505, in 1898 they were 
$17,515,730, and in 1899 they are, up 
to the present time, approximately $1,- 
000,000 in excess of last year’s fignres. 
The variety and quantity of Ameri­ 
can goods demanded in Africa are in­ 
teresting and in many cases surprising. 
Of books, maps and engravings, for in­ 
stance, the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1899, were $46,940 in value, against 
$23,864 in the corresponding months of 
the preceding year and $20,248 in the 
corresponding menthe of 1897, showing 
a rapid gain in the demand for our 
books and other printed matter. Of bi­ 
cycles 
the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February 
wwsre $120,983, against $75,160 in the 
-corresponding months of 1897. Exports 
'Of builders’ hardware, which in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1898, were $187,704 in valne, were in 
the corresponding months of 1898-9 
$169,221. 
Of typewriters the sales to 
Africa in the eight months ending with 
February, 1899, were $24,663 in value, 
-against $18,340 in the corresponding 
^souths of 1898, and $13,101 in the cor­ 
responding months of 1897. 
American 
boots and shoes are slowly gaining in 
popularity in Africa, the value of the 
exports of these articles in the eight 
months ending with February, 1899, 
being $61,702, against $57,262 in the 
corresponding months of last year. 
American cottonseed oil has rapidly in­ 
creased in popularity in that part of 
the world, the exports to Africa in the 
eight months ending with February, 
1899, being 863,401 gallons, against 
547,932 in the corresponding months of 
the fiscal year 1898 and 389,287 gallons 
in the corresponding months of 1897. 
Exportations of lard to Africa, which 
in the eight months ending with Feb­ 
ruary, 1897, were 895,984 pounds, in ­ 
creased to 1,249,242 pounds in the cor-* 
responding months of 1898, and 1,924,- 
482 pounds in the corresponding months 
ending with February, 1899. 
Exports 
of lumber to Africa increased from $27,- 
647 in the eight months ending with 
February, 1898, to $95,042 in the cor­ 
responding months of 1898-9. 
The rapid growth of our export trade 
to Africa is illustrated by the following 
table, which gives the value of exports 
from the United States to Africa iii 
each year from 1888 to 1898:

Manila, May 5, 8:25 a. m .- I n spite 
of the peaceful overtures of their com- 
jnissiouers, the Filipinos 
re­ 
sisted the advance of General MacAr- 
thur’s division from Apalit toward San 
Fernando, fighting desperately at long 
mitre after running from trench to 
trench when driven out by the Ameri­ 
can artillery. 
The movement commenced alxmt 5.30 
in the morning. 
General H ale’s bri­ 
d le . consisting of five galling* under 
the com m and of Major Young of the 
Hixth artillery, two battalions of the 
Fifty-first Iowa regiment, the First Ne­ 
braska regim ent aud the First South 
Dakota regiment, advanced along th? 
a few miles west of the railway 


^General W heaton; with 
Hotchkiss 
aud G atling guns uuderthecoium aiid 
of Lieutenant Naylor of the U tah Light 
artillery, mounted oil baud cars, pushed 
ahead the Twentieth Kansas aud r irst 
Montana regiments deploying to the 
right aud left when feasible. 
The country to be traversed proved 
the* worst yot c n c o u n t milos of 
m a r s h e s and very unfordable streams 
delaying the advance materially. 
Both brighdes met w'ith resistance, 
sim ultaneously, 
on 
approaching the 
river near San Tomas, which is aboat 
eight kilometers from Apalit. 
The cen­ 
ter span of the railroad bridge had 
dropped into the river aud the rebels 
had only left a small force to check 
G e n e r a l Wheaton, their main body lin­ 
ing the strong trenches in front of Gen­ 
eral Hale. 
. 
, 
Although the attacking force poured 
a very heavy artillery and musketry fire 
across the river, the enemy stubbornly 
resisted for over an hour, ultimately 
breaking wheu Major Young shelled 
their left flank and then retreating along 
the river bank under cover. 
G e n e r a l W heaton, in the meantime, 
tried ineffectually to draw the fire of the 
Filipinos in the trenches east of the 
track. 
So soon as they discovered that the 
nature of the country would permit 
only a few skirmishes on each side of 
the embankment, the rebels regained 
their courage and fought desperately for 
three-quarters of un hour, in the face of 
the American volleys aud a rapid-fire 
fusilade, until flanked by the Montana 
regiment, Then a general scramble en­ 
sued, most of the enemy boarding trains 
that were in reading aud the others 
taking the road to San Fernando, after 
burning the villages of San Tomas and 
Minalin. 
About noon General W heaton crossed 
the broken bridge, cleared the strag­ 
glers out of the villages and advanced 
toward San Fernando. 
General Hale 
effected a crossing simultaneously, after 
u slight delay necessary to repair a 
•tone bridge. 
Our loss up to this hour (noon) was 
two members of the Nebraska regi­ 
ment and one of the Montana killed 
and Captain Albrecht, three members 
of the Kansas regiment, two of the 
Mon tana, four of the Nebraska and one 
of the South Dakota wounded. 
The enemy’* loss was very slight. 
After a short rest the advance was 
continued, General Wile lion encount­ 
ering the first series of entrenchments i 
near ,-au Fern tndo. 
Ti e rebels now 
opened a hot tire. 
, 
Colonel Funston of the Twentieth 
Kansas was wounded, one lieutenant 
was killed and four were wounded while 
leading four companies of the Kansas 
regiment to outflank the enemy. 
General Hale rushed along the road 
flanking the trenches. 
M a n il a, May 5.—Major General Mac­ 
Arthur carried San Tomas, Thursday, 
after encountering.a strong resistance. 
Brigadier General Hale moved on the 
enemy’s right and Brigadier General 
Wheaton attacked the left in a daring 
charge, in which Colonel Funston again 
distinguished himself. 
The Kau susan 
Was wounded in the hand and several 
other officers and enlisted men were 
also wounded. 
Colonel Summers, with a part of the 
Oregon and Minnesota regiments and a 
gun of the Utah battery, took Maas in 
on the right, resting about four miles 
fro rn San Fernando. 
The Filipinos were retreating toward 
San Isidro aud it was expected that 
they would make a stand at Arayat, at 
which place the whole of the rebel 
forces in the province of Pan panga was 
concentrating. 
It was reported, impressed by reoent 
events, the Filipinos were wavering in 
their allegiance to the insurrection and 
were likely to assume a neutral attitude. 
It seemed as though General Antonio 
Luna’s forces were destined to destruc­ 
tion within a few days unless they stir 
rsnduivd or scattered. 
I he American army was skillfully 
posted at points of immense strategic 
advantage. 
The insurgents expected 
them to advance on llalinag by way of 
Shun fnm, and had furrowed the entire 
•ountry beyond Qnixuma. with the 


strongest sort OI e'litreliclifh’-iit'S.' 
Instead of taking this course General 
MacArthur swung toward San Tomas, 
the route to which was almost unpro­ 
tected. 
General Lawton brought his 
brigade la against Balsum, from the 
southeast, covering the line of retreat 
of the rebels toward the mountains and 
depriving them of a refuge upon which 
they had always counted. 
General 
Lawton captured about 50,000 bushels of 
rice and important stores established 
by the rebels. 
The Spanish commissioners made an­ 
other futile attempt for the relief of 
Spaniards held as prisoners by the Fili­ 
pinos. 
Their vessels advanced to the 
port nearest Dagupan. 
Fearing to land 
they sent a letter to Aguinaldo, saying 
they were authorized to exchange 15,- 
000 Filipinos now in the hands of the 
Americans for the Spanish prisoners. 
A reply was received from Senor Ma- 
bini, Aguinaldo^ prime minister, which 
was dated April 28 and which stated 
that Aguinaldo was negotiating 
for 
peace, pending which negotiations he 
could not discuss the question of ex­ 
change of prisoners.

A u c k l a n d, N. Z., May 5.—Advices 
received here from Apia, Samoa, to 
April 27 stated that the rebel loss by the

On April 23 there was some bush 
fighting. 
Lieutenant G auut’s brigade, 
numbering 900 men, advanced under a 
hot fire. 
The enemy lost several men, 
the bodies of the dead being dragged 
away. 
Of the friendlies one was killed 
and three were wounded. 
The British 
lieutenants, Lines, Hickman, Shutter 
and Hathcote, under Lieutenant Gaunt, 
led the loyalists. 
The New Zealand government cleamer 
Tutanekai had arrived at Apia with dis­ 
patches announcing the request of the 
international peace commissioners that 
the inhabitants peacefully await their 
arrival from San Francisco. 
A meeting 
of the three consuls, in view of this 
message, was held, but without result, 
the German consul dissenting from the 
propositions of the other two consuls.

This, together with the reputa­ 
tion which Columbus has so justly 
earned as a convention city, will doubt­ 
less bring together a large delegation of 
young people from every portion of the 


state. 
The unprecedented growth of the 
society is one of the marvels of the nine­ 
teenth century. In 1881 the first society 
was organized in Portland. Me., with 48 
members, and the growth of the organ­ 
ization has been so rapid that there are 
now about 55,000 societies, with a mem­ 
bership of three and a h4lf millions. 
Ohio, as usual, is in the front ranks in 
this movement with 2,500 societies, hav­ 
ing a membership of about 125,000. 
Should each society in the state send 
one delegate to this convention, they, 
together with the membership residing 
in Columbus, would make it the largest 
gathering of young people ever held in 
the state. 
Blanks have been sent by the enter­ 
tainment committee to all the societies 
in the state, asking them to report the 
number of delegates thev expect to send, 
in order that places of entertainment 
may be provided for them. 
W hen these 
delegates arrive in Columbus they will 
find the reception committee with their 
‘white caps’ at the depot ready to meet 
them and escort them to their head­ 
quarters. The press committee is also 
busily engaged in sending letters and 
bulletins of information throughout the 
state. 
The program committee has 
secured some of the most able speakers 
and educators obtainable, many of whom 
have attained a world-wide reputation. 
Every detail of the work is being so 
systematically arranged that it will cer­ 
tainly be a pleasure to attend this con­ 
vention.
